Immeadintely after the rending of the
journal My, Turner (dem,, Ga.) ealled up
the Virginia contested olection case of
Garrison against Mayo, Tho report de-
clares the contostant, Garrison, entitlod
to n seat. Mayo, the sitting member,
was hoard in his own behalf, At the
conclusion of Garrison's speech, after fur-
thor debate, a resolution declaring  Gar-
vison entitled to the seat was unanimous-
ly adopted, and that gentleman appoared
and took the oathof oflice, The house
then went into committee of the whole
on the bonded whisky bill,

The military academy appropriation
bill was passed.

Objection was made to the reference of
the senato bill for the eradication of the
foot and mcuth diseass to the senate com-
mittee, with leave to report at any time;
Ao the bill will have to take the usual
course.

The house went into committee of tho
whole (Mr, Dorsheimer in the chair) on
the bonded whishy extenaion bill,

Mr. Willin (rep., Ky.) explained. its
features, declering that a failure to pass
the bill meant bankruptey and  ruin, not
only to many of the most important and
wfluentinl  firma 1n Kentucky and the
west, but to manufneturers and innocent
hiolders of whisky and wany leading weat-
ern banks.  The distillera were the only
victims of special legislation 1 the land,
Aleohol was the only taxable article un-
der the law that was compelled to pay
tax bofora it reached the econsumer.
In the last thirty days there hoad
boen a shrinkage of b cents por gallon
in the price of whisky. There had peen
a shrinkage in the price of grain and
ntocks in the last fow yedars amounting to
billiong,  Thoere had been a shrinkage of
260 000,000 in the value of warehoused
whisky. Kngland was supplying herself
with grain  from  India, and would be
independent of the United States within
threo yoars  What would breome of the
hundreds of millions of bushels of grain
raiged here which was now consumed in
England, 1f this hill failed—if these
distillories closed and demand a shut
down, the time would come again when
the farmers will burn corn for fuel.

Mr. Blount (dem., Ga.) said the house
was niked  to extend thoe time for the
payment of the tax on 70,000,000 gal-
long of whisky, amounting 1o §60,000,-
000, The existing depression was the
result of over-production. He sympa-
thized with the distillera, but oppeeed
the bill as o principle of public policy.
It was a proposition to lend the distillers
the sum nwmed,  He did not believe this
rvasure would remedy thoe evil; on the
contrary, it  would only aggravats

The House Votes (o Adjourn April 2
—=The Senate Talks on the 8, C,
A& S P Land Greant, and
Passes the Chureh
Taxation Bill,

Drs Morses, Tn,, March 20.—In the
house this morning twenty remonstrances
were presonted against tho passage of the
law to tax church property, and & num-
ber of petitions asking for the establish.
ment of the supreme court at DesMoines.
The bill to provide for the semi-annual
lmyment of taxes wos ordered engrossed
w a vote of b4 to 43. In the afternoon
Mr. Holbrook's bill toprovide for a board
of supervisors of state institutions came
up aa the special order, consideration of
which consumed the entire measion. It
was finally defoated by a voteof 42 to 49,
A concurrent resolution was adopted fix-
ing the dante of final adjournment on
Wadnesdny, April 2d.

In the senate most of the day was oc-
cupied in considering the bill to relin-
quish to the general government the
unearned portion of the lands granted to
the state to aid in the construction of the
Sioux City & St. Paul railroad. On
motion of Bills, the bill was referred to
the committee on federal relations, with
inptructions to report a memorial to con-
gross Lo vest the title to said lands in the
state.  Bloom moved to reconsider the
vote by which the refercnce was ordered,
when a long debato on the merits of the
bill followed. No vote was reached on
the motion to reconsider.  The bill limit-
ing exemptions of church property from
taxation was passed, and a motion to re-
consider was tabled.
